At an expense of 839,000 the First 


Methodist Episcopal Church have 
orect«d » magnificent and commodi- 
ous edifice for the accommodation of 
their largo and growing membership. 
Tho interior of the building is well 
ventilated, its ornamentations being 
decorous and pleasing in effect, and 
nicely lighted. The exterior has a 
graceful and Hymetrical appeari-nce, 
tho style of architecture being the 
upright English Gothic. Thia is 
«aid to be the only church on the 
coast that ia built in this manner. 


DK-SOBIPTION OF THE HTRUCTUBE. 
The dimensions of the building 


are, extreme length, one hundred 
and ton lect; extreme width, eighty- 
six feet; and hight from pavement 
to spire, one hundred and eighty- 
flve feet and fonr inches. Tho base- 
ment is fourteen feet in tho clear 
and all above ground. The space 
has all boon admirably utilized. 
There is a lecture room fronting on 
Fourteenth street 44x61 feet in size; 
also an infant class room 15x35 feet, 
with folding doors opening into the 
lecture room. Then in the rear is a 
parlor 25x30 feet; and a refreshment 
apartment opening into the parlor 
15x35 feet in dimension. 
There 


is likewise a kitchen 12x16 feet. 
In 


one tower is a class room 12x10 feet 
and in the other a library 12x16 
feet. Stairs bad up over tho kitchen 
bdtwoen it and tho ochestra where 
the pastor has his study 12x16 feet. 
Tho main story is thirty-nine feet in 
the clear. On either side of the 
front corners is a flight of stairs eight 
foot wide. 
The vestibule is nine 


feet wide to conform to the shape of 
the scats. Thn dimensions of the 
main room are 7l»x61 feot, exclusive 
of tho galleries. 
The number of 


IKJWS on tho main floor is 102, and 
there are thirty-six slips iu the gal- 
leries. These, without the aisles, 
being pressed into tho service, will 
scat comfortably 1,075 persons, and 
the church can hold 1,900 worship-
